REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board, and the Citizens of the Thornton 
School District: 


As a new comer to your community I am making a 
study of the economic, social, and educational factors 
of Thornton, in order that I may correctly interpret 
your needs. The school district of Thornton conducts 
four schools with an enrollment of seventy pupils, at 
an annual cost of over seven thousand dollars, accord- 
ing to the financial report of the fiscal year which 
closed June 30th, 19383. The sum just stated is a sub- 
stantial amount when compared with the equalized 
valuation of the town. Considering both the financial 
and educational aspects involved in the bringing up of 
your children, we solicit your interest in the greatest 
enterprise carried on in your community namely, the 
education of all the children of all the people. 
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Since the opening of your schools last fall I have 
made frequent visits to contribute my share towards 
the education of your children. My contribution has 
consisted in the provision and distribution of books 
and supplies, in the direction and supervision of the 
teachers’ work, in attending school board meetings, in 
making out the reports required by the school board 
and the state board of education, and in helping to 
meet and solve the problems which are bound to rise 
within the school system. 


The schools of Thornton are taught by well trained 
and experienced teachers. I am pleased to report fa- 
vorably concerning the interest and work of your 
teachers in their respective schools. The schools are 
furnished with plenty of supplies, modern text-books, 
_ dictionaries, maps, and adjustable desks and seats. 
Every school is provided with a jacketed stove. The 
children enjoy plenty of playground space. The health 
of the scholars is properly cared for by a competent 
nurse. The program of studies followed by the teach- 
ers is the one suggested by the state board of educa- 
tion, a program which is based on the best educational 
procedure of the day. Even though our teachers teach 
all the grades of the elementary schools, our children 
are graded, enabling them to move from one school 
system to another in the state without having to be 
put back. The graduates of our elementary schools 
do good work in high school. 


We suggest that this policy of improvement be 
kept up by planning to make the following improve- 
ments in the course of the next four or five years. 


The present toilets are out of date. They are un- 
sanitary during the warm seasons. . In the winter 
months in addition to being unsanitary they are so cold 
that their use is discouraged, which is a menace to the 
children’s health. Chemical toilets should be installed 
to remedy these conditions. | 


Hardwood floors should replace the original school 
room floors. The new floors would be easier to keep 
free of injurious dust. 
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Every school should be provided with its own 
water supply nearer at hand. Growing children should 
have all the water they need, both to drink, and for 
washing purposes. 


Cupboards should be provided in every school 
room for the children’s lunch boxes. 

Wherever electric power is available the schools 
should be provided with electric lights. During the 
season of short days, and on dark days, it is impossible 
for the children to do their school work. Present con- 
ditions impair the sight of the children. 

To insure safety every school yard should be 
levelled off, and cleared of stumps and rocks. School 
grounds should be made passable at all times of the 
year for school vehicles, and those of others who have 
occasion to use the grounds. 

In conclusion our rural schools should be provided 
with the same standards of usefulness, comfort, health 
and beauty which are enjoyed by the average Ameri- 
can home. This is the only way by which the rural 
school can hope to continue to make its contribution to 
American education in this age of progress.
